What Di:'' ^olmie Knows of 
tlie Leafiftie and Why He 

Editor Coi^onist: — I have left tho 
League in sorrow, not in anger. Several 
cf its members with whom I now diilerin 
opinion are personal friends of long stand- 
ing. For all who conscientiously enter- 
tain the views they advocated I hare ror 
apeot. Only,|o^,';,the'-BUiiple-kg5e4;''|a,nd 
designedly factious for' Bolfish ° pei'^oVial 
ends, I do feel that pity which io akin to 
contempt. 

Tho League, as its preamble and I y- 
laws sot forth, was formed some four 
mouths ago because it was then supposed 
tha't'onr Provincial Government sought 
:'^;iUter the Terms of Union without the 
bonaent of the People of British Colum- 
bia," and ita puri>ose was stated to be 
"that of watchjng and protecting tho in- 
terests of British Columbia." 

Entirely disagreeing with tho mode of 
protecting our iuterosta, I have always at 
the general meetin^a of the League, to 
the best' of ray ability, opposed appeal to 
the Qiieen, until wo should'have a solid, 
substantial grievance to complain of. 

It was contemplated that branches of 
the League would have started up all over 
tho Province; but Mr. Edgar's arrival, 
and the strong desire univoraally felt to 
accept from Mr. Maokeuzie reasonable 
terms of relaxatiQn;;prelVented the forma- 
tion of ona suoh branbhT The League, 
then, is thus far simply through its jjeti- 
tion, the exponent of tho viaws of a few 
in Victoria alone. Unanimity, or any- 
thing approaching thereto has never ox- 
istod in its councils. Of those at the 
mooting of June lltli, who voted that the 
League's petition should go beforMptib- 
lio' meeting, a fair proportion did so — not 
that thay ajjproved <!itlier of its tenor or 
purpose, but merely in the hope that be- 
fore that trying ordeal it would receive its 
quietus. The members of tho League fa- 
voring a petition were induced to delay 
action till the 11th lust. by notice on tho 
part of some of the minority., that / they 
would go to the country and talk and write 
against tho Loaguo, and its purposes, un- 
less proceedings should be stayed until 
wa could have the report and views of our 
Ottawa men eJtpeotod homo before tho 
11th. 

Three of these gentlemen on that date, 
At a genera] mating of the ■ League, un- 
reservedly condemned (aa the public 
know) tho project of an appeal to tho 
Queen as well as Mr. Walkom's having 
broken off negotiations. Thoy spoko in 
the highest terms of Mr. Mackenzie's hou- 
eaty of purpose and desire to deal with 
U3 generously as well as justly. 

To niy greijt sqrpr|so, i^q almof^t fetish 
worship of tho original terms of ijnion has 
been exhibited by some league mombars 
aud, along with this, a strong suspiciou is 
outertainod by thosamo persons ihatOann- 
da means to diddle us if sho oan, aad to 
have no railway for the present. 

Mr. Bdffcor, I entirely dissent from 
such viewa. ^nglaqd will paadily become 
a party to now terms. I know that many 
in Victoria ond in tho country have to 
myself aipresuod regret at the rupture 
with Edgar and their belief that our, at 
this time, petitioning the Imperial Gov- 
ornmant would widen tho br^iieh between 
ours i^gd tho Qttawa Ministry. Some 
three years ago, when the stupendous 
but impracticable Macdonald railway 
scheme flr.st came before us, I loai incre- 
dulous, hut was to some extent assured 
by middle-aged and young Canadians ii\ 
our midst saying that a Railway to tho 
Paciflo hadfrom theip earliest recoUoctiou
